Wil- 
lingham, which shows that the 
Superintundent and the Governor 
stand for the greatest good to the 
greatest number.

Dear Sir:— 

I have just read your able eai- 
torial inthe last issue of The 
Clipper and take this opportuni- 
ty of congratulating the seven 
handred thousand school children 
in this State that you are still con- 


‘attitude is commendable, We , 


tinuing your vigorous efforts in 
behalf of the public schools. 

In this editorial you intimated 
some uncertainty in your mind ag 
to whether my activity would be 
exerted in favor of the publie 
schools orin favorof the State 
University in the matter of seour- 
ing appropriations which were 
made conditional upon the abilis 
ty of the treasury to meet them. 
To relieve your mind of avy un- 
certainty on that point, allow me 
to relate two incidents: Three 
weeks before I was nominated and 
while talking tothe President of 
the State University in ‘'uscaloo- 
8a I told him that candor and 
jastice to the institution which 
he represented required me to 
say before slection that in my 
opinion the University ought not 
receive 9a additional dollar of ap- 
propriation at the hands of the 
next legislature (recently ad- 
journed). I told him that the 
public schools ought to have the 
full consideration of the legisla- 
ture. Every member of the leg- 
islature with whom I telked dur- 
ing the session will testify that 
my feelings have not undergone 
any change. 

Tn the second place, at my sug- 
gestion, Governor O'Neal prom- 
ised acommittee of us that he 
would treat the appropriation for 
the public schogls ‘as in the nature 
of a ‘preferred claim” over all 
other school appropriations. Be 
it said for the Governor, in thie 
connection, that this suggestion 
met his prompt and unqualified 


approval. 
There were several bills offered 


forthe improvement of the mas 
chinery through which public 
money for schools is expended. 
Some of these bills passed and 
some did not. The Governor and 
I supported those which passed 
aud those which failed. 

Whenever the State treasury 
obtains money for meeting school 
appropriations you may tell your 
readers that the public schools 
will receive theirs first.

The same ub- 
ruly and turbulert spirits will be 
there, The taithful of February 
and March—will they be faithful 
wn July or August? We feel sure 
16745 some of them will not. 
Legislators, like otter politicians, 
are figuring on next.primary time 
—uot last one. We helieve that 
some of the administration men 
of the regular session will he look- 
ing on into 1912 and 1914 and 
want to have themselves right with 
conditions and prejudices when 
they run for Judge, Solicitor or 
Congress, and that in the extra 
session thay would rise up and 
say, ‘‘Heretofore I have heen with 
the Governor, but the time has 
come for the parting of the ways, 


in extra session it will take somu- 
thing more than courage. It will 
take an utter disregard of politi. 
val consequences, 

So ‘far as weare concerned, 
tince the Constitation places in! 
the hands of the Governor the 
means of overcoming, at enst 
partially, the bad effects of infre- 
quent sessions of the Legislature, 
we see no reason for the Governor 
failing to use that means when he 
thinks the conditions demand it. 

But the people of Alabams are 
specially antipathetic to extra 
sessions of the Legislature. Gov, 
Johnson and Gov. Comer will teg- 
tify tothis. Then the present 
legislature has followed the time. 
honored custom of doing things 
hard to explain and of failing to 
do many things they had prom- 
ised. Thefdear people feel like 
their representatives acted with- 
out due regard to their interests 
in many respects. Nota few are 
mad about the passage of the 
Parks and Smith bills. The 
strong whiskey people and the 
etrong prohibitionists are about 
equally divided in this clay of 
displeased patriots. The strong 
wots are mad because the bills do 
not open wide the opportunity to 
sel] whiskey—hecaure of the pro- 
visions that only towns of certain 
size can sell—because of regula- 
tions, &c., &c., that make it far 
from easy to sell whiskey. Then 
they dislike provision for coun- 
ties to be the units. Then not a 
few are mad because Gov. 0’Neg) 
has been ip office five months and 
the Fuller bill still hangs over the 
sracred homes of Alabama, and 
Sheriffs are now searching and 
raiding worse than they ever did 
under Gov. Comer. Then the 
jury Jaw has not been changed, 
Then the revenue bill, not half 
eo tersible as has been pictured, 
puts on a*few new taxes here and 
there, and with it all a great 
many people believe that tho last 
Legislature was the worst in hig- 
tory. The dear people would 
howl if the extra session were 
called, aud Goy. O’Neal would 
have to outlive their anger, as did 
Gov. Joe Johnson, who had to 


> wait till 1906 forthe people to 


forget how mad they had been 
with him in 1899. 
Gov. O’Neal would take big

will not say it) that they have 
ridden on the O’Neal band wagon 
about as Jong as there was any 
pleasure or profit in it, and there- 
fore want to get ready to ride with 
the next winner.

Prancizoo’s Great Amusement

Wire destroyed the “Chutes,” San 
Wranciseo's biggest amusement park, 
which was known as the Coney Island 
of the west. 

80 far as {3 known, none lost his 
Iifé, but aeveral firemen were injured 
in their work of trying to save the 
concessions from the flames. 

The damage is estimated at $200,- 
000. The cause of the fire is not 
known, but {t is belleved to have been 
caused by crossed wires. 

Recently rebuilt, the “Chutes” had 
fust been opened to the public. The 
gates had closed only a few minutes 
before the blaze started. About 100 
attendants were on the grounds. 

Tho fact that the fire started as 
tate as It did likely averted a panic 
which might have cost several lives, 
as at midnight the place was 
crowded 

Later it was declared that two men 
had perished in the flames, which 
Spread from the park into a lodging 
house which directly adjoined it. Sev- 
oral women in this lodging house nar- 
rowly escaped, and thrilling rescues 
were made. The concrete theater in 
{he Chutes park was the only build- 
ing saved.

Nine persons were killed and twen- 
ty-two injured in the wreck of two 
through passenger trains on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
near McCrook, Neb.

With Noose Around Neck, He is Res- 
cued from Mob. 

An armed mob, near Bogalusa, La., 
held up a tocomotiye which was bring- 
ing John Craig, aged 22, a negro, 
charged with attempted criminal as- 
fanit on & white girl, to Franklinton, 
La,, for safe keeping. 

Standing in the engine cab with one 
end of the rope around his neck and 
the end in the hands of the mob, 
jJraig was saved from being the prin- 
cipal in the lynching bee by a quick- 
witted deputy, who signaled “full 
speed” to the engineer, lifting the 
noose as the locomotive started. 

They sped away to Reo, where the 
negro was transferred to another 
train and brought to Franklinton. It 
is feared that an attempt will still be 
made to gake the prisoner. 


KILLS WIFE, SLAYS SELF. 


Double Tragedy Result of Lawsuit 
Over Child. 

At Pelham, Ga,, it is sald, Dave 
Floyd slipped up to his wife’s father’s 
house and shot his wife in the face 
with a load of buckshot, Killing her 
instantly. 

The sheriff was summoned and, 
with bloodhounds, succeeded in sur- 
rounding Floyd, but before he would 
surrender hé shot and killed himself.

BEEN MADE UP 


Department Said to Have $7, 
000,000 to its Credit, 


FIRST TIME IN HISTORY 


Hitchcock Has Signed Warrant Re. 
turming to the Treasury $3,000,000, 
Last Amount Appropriated to Assist 
in Paying Postal Service Expenses. 


The first time in the history of the 
wervice, it is said, the deficit in the 
postoffice department has been entire- 
ly wiped out and $7,000,000 surphis 
for the current fiscal year ending 
June 30 next in the treasury to the 
department's credit. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock has signed a warrant 
returning to the secretary of the 
treasury $3,000,000, the last amount 
set apart from the public funds to 


assist in defraying expenses of the 
postal service for the present fiscal 
year, 

Reforms in the financial system 
have made the refund possible. 

An accounting plan, which was 


adopted about a year ago, insures the 
prompt deposit in the treasury of pos- 
tal funds not required immediately for 
disbursement in postoffices, thus mak- 
ing available for use by the postoffice 
department several millions of dollars 


that, under the former practice, 
would be tied up in postoffices. Un. 
der the old system, it required ap- 
proximately $10,000,000 to finance the 


postal service. 

In making the refund to the treas- 
ury, Mr. Hitchcock said he was satis- 
fied the posta! revenues would be 
more than sufficient to defray the pos- 
tal expenses during the remainder of 
the fiscal year, and that July 1 would 
show a surplus considerably over 
$1,000,000. 


FOR AN AREAL NAVY. 


Contracts Signed by the United States 
for Three Aeroplanes. 

The foundation of Uncle Sam's 

aerial navy was laid at Washington, 


when Assistant Seeretary Winthrop 
Signed contracts aggregating $13,000 
for the delivery at the naval academy 


by July 1, next, of three aeroplanes, 
These will represent the very latest 
developments in aeronautics, being 
capable of rising from and alighting 
upon the water or the deck of a ship; 
of carrying at least one passenger in 
addition to the aviator, and of being 
equipped with a fifty-pound wireless 
outfit. 

Two of the machines will be of the 
Curtiss type, one with eight cylinders 


and the other four, and the other 
aeroplane will be furnished by the 
Wright brothers. Prices range from 
$2,700 to $5,500. Immediately upon 


the delivery of the machines, a naval 
school of instruction for aviators will 
be established at Annapolis, under the 
care of Captain Chambers, who has 
made a specialty of aeronautics, 


FATAL TRAIN WRECK. 


Coal Cars Plunge Through Burning 
Trestle on Seaboard, 

A double-header coal train of the 
Seaboard railway plunged through 4 
burning trestle two miles east of Bos- 
tic, N. C., kiling both engineers and 
firemen and seriously injuring other 
members of the train crew, 

Fifteen of the twenty-nine steel coal 
cars crashed through the fire-eaten 
woodwork of the trestle into Watkins 
creek, piling upon the two engines and 
burying the helpless victims in a magg 
of wreckage. The heavy train wag 
loaded with coal from the Clinchfield 
mines, destined for the coast, and was 
picked up by the Seaboard at Bostic, 
The engineer of the foremost locomo. 
tive did not discover the half-burned 
trestle until too late to avert the dis- 
aster, 


BIG COTTON CROP. 


Will Not Lower Price, Says Frank H, 
Hayne. 

“We need a big cotton crop this 
year. Even if it reaches the 13,000,000 
mark, we will not have any to spare, 
There will not be any cotton for sala 
for less than 15 cents for a long time 
to come.” 

This is the forecast made by Q, A. 
Dennis, Havre correspondent of Prank 


B,. Hayne, cotton bull leader in the 
New Orleans exchange. Mr. Dennis 
declared the English spinners have 
very small stocks, consequently a 
greater quantity of cotton will be 
needed. 


“The situation at Havre,” continued 
Mr. Dennis, “is a good example of con- 
ditions throughout Europe, and in that 
city the needs of spimners are greater 
than they were last year.”
